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Ex-trader ‘devastated’ over 
York Road market closure

A FORMER York Road trader has 
described the closure of the market as 
‘heartbreaking’. 

Cyril Rosenberg, 93, of Chalkwell 
Avenue, Westcliff was just two years 
old when his father Samuel moved to 
Southend from London’s East End in 
1919. 

The family set up a tailors and soon 
became part of a thriving market com¬ 
munity that included cafes, an egg and 
fish merchant, a chemicals retailer, 
grocers, haberdashers and even a 


horsemeat shop. 

Cyril said: “There was a great buzz 
around the market. 

“We would all pop into each other’s 
premises to say hello and the market 
was always busy. 

“Every winter, there would be a 
dance for all the traders at a dance hall 
in Alexander Street - it was a wonder¬ 
ful time. 

“The rent in those days was about £5 
a week, which was a tidy sum, and we 
had to build our own wooden shack.” 

Cyril learned to cut patterns and 
bespoke tailoring when he left 


Southend High School for Boys at 16. 

During the Second World War, he 
travelled to factories in North London 
and Dartford where he created uni¬ 
forms for officers. 

His father also had to scale down 
from three shops to one as war regula¬ 
tions said that shopkeepers could only 
run one premises. 

Cyril - who is now a dad of three, 
granddad of 10 and great-granddad to 
nine - retired at the age of 70, but was 
‘devastated’ to hear the historic market 
was to become a car park. 

He said: “I have watched the market 


decay over the years. Many of the 
original shops closed and it stopped 
being a market anymore. 

“There have been big changes every¬ 
where, but I honestly think there is 
room for a market in central Southend, 
and York Road was, and is, the ideal 
position.” 

The marketplace will be used for 
additional parking in the run-up to 
Christmas.

aeeounts during November 
and Deeember. 


The eash is given to every 
person over 60 on the elee- 
toral roll. 

Erie Piekles, MP for 
Brentwood and seeretary for 
eommunities and loeal gov¬ 
ernment, baeked the YA eam¬ 
paign to donate, while looking 
out for neighbours and rela¬ 
tives. 

He said: “A good neighbour 
is someone who looks out for 
those eome rain or shine, but 
this is so important to do in 
freezing temperatures. 

“This eampaign makes eom- 
mon sense and is the sensible 
thing to do. 

“Those who ean afford to 
keep warm see the Winter 
Fuel Payment as a benefit 
they do not need and if they 
were willing to donate this to 
a good eause, then they have 
my full support.” 

■ AGE Coneern has baeked 
the Surviving Winter Appeal 
and has urged the families and 
neighbours of elderly people 
in Essex to look out for them 
in freezing eonditions. 

The eharity is eoneerned 
about the impaet of the eold 
weather on the elderly and 
warned others to make simple 
eheeks. 

Residents who know of 
older people in their streets 
should eheek to see if eurtains 


have been opened and elosed 
and they should also monitor 
lights. 

Tony Southam, ehief exeeu- 
tive of Age Coneern Essex, 
said: “The eold weather is a 
big worry for us and for elder¬ 
ly people. 

“We are always eoneerned 
about the elderly and how the 
snow and eold ean affeet 
them. 

“We would urge neighbours 
and friends to look out for any 
vulnerable people they know 
over the winter period.”

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Read all about school's history

A FORMER history teacher at 
Shoeburyness High School has writ¬ 
ten a book about two local schools to 
raise funds for research into the con¬ 
dition that killed her son. 

Mary Bright has penned Days of 
Our Lives: Hinguar & Shoeburyness 
High School 1898-2001. 

The book offers an illuminating 
insight into two of the oldest schools 
in Shoebury and uses the words of 10 
headteachers - carefully selected from 
their daily log books - together with 
pupil entries in the school journal to 
paint a detailed picture of school life 
during the 20th Century. 

Common themes seem to unite them 
as they struggle with class sizes, dif¬ 
ficult governors, staffing problems, 
the health of the children, discipline 


and the curriculum. The headteachers 
also write about national events, mon- 
archs and world wars. 

Mary’s 36-year-old son, Stuart, died 
in 2000 of Cardiomyopathy, which is 
a disease of the heart muscle that is 
usually inherited. 

As many as one in 500 people are 
thought to be affected and it is the 
number one medical cause of sudden 
death in the under 35s. 

The Cardiomyopathy Association 
(CMA) supports families, informs 
doctors and invests in genetic 
research to find those at risk and save 
lives. 

Mary said: “I wrote Days of Our 
Lives to record the history of two 
schools in Shoeburyness, but also to 
support the work of the CMA with the 
profits that I make. 

“I taught history at Shoeburyness 


and retired from my role as Deputy 
Headteacher after 34 years. 

“Three generations of my family 
have attended Hinguar and I have 
always had a real interest in promot¬ 
ing local history.” 

The book is available from Hinguar 
School, Shoeburyness High School, 
Great Wakering Post Office, 
Shoeburyness Post Office, Rogers 
newsagents in Shoebury, Honeycomb 
newsagents in Thorpe Bay, The Angel 
pub. North Shoebury and Shoebury 
Conservative Club.

Witness appeal after vicious attack in Southend

AN ESTATE agent has urged people 
who witnessed an attack that left him 
with a broken jaw to come forward. 

The man, from Hockley, who does 
not want to be named, was out with 
two friends when a group of four set 
upon him outside Element nightclub, 
in Southend. 

The 21-year-old was celebrating a 
night out on Saturday, October 9, 
when the men threw punches at 
around 2.30am. 

Ambulance crews rushed him to 
Broomfield Hospital, Chelmsford, 
where a metal plate was placed inside 
his jaw. 

He said: “This was unprovoked, I do 


not know why they attacked me. 

“I have been out in Southend since, 
but trouble seems to be increasing in 
the town area and people are avoiding 
the clubs. 

“The police have gone through the 
CCTV footage with me and it is not 
the best quality, so I urge anyone who 
has information to come forward.” 

The victim - a keen sportsman - was 
unable to eat for six weeks after the 
attack and has been told to avoid phys¬ 
ical activity for six months. 

Police want to trace the four men 
and two passers-by who stopped to 
help the victim. 

One of the attackers was dressed in a 
dark top and the other wore a pale, 
long-sleeved top and blue jeans. 


The man who threw the punches was 
white, with short dark spiked hair. 

DC Paula Slade, said: “This was a 
totally unprovoked attack on a young 
man who was innocently walking 
home after a night out. 

“He was left with a serious injury to 
his jaw, so I would like to speak to 
anyone with information - especially 
these three men.” 

Chief inspector David Colwell 
stressed that the police work closely 
with other organisations to make 
Southend a ‘safer place’ at night. 

He said: “We work closely with all 
those involved in the night time econ¬ 
omy to try to ensure the safety of 
those visiting the town. 

“Our Operation Backstreet runs 


every Friday and Saturday night and 
sees police officers, police communi¬ 
ty support officer and special consta¬ 
bles on patrol throughout the town 
centre working to keep the streets safe 


in partnership with other organisa¬ 
tions.” 

Anyone with information about the

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Southend becomes 
a Fairtrade borough

SOUTHEND has moved a step 
eloser to making the world a fairer 
plaee by beeoming an offieial 
Fairtrade borough. 

To earn the aeeolade, Southend 
Couneil had to aehieve a number of 
goals. 

The first involved passing a reso¬ 
lution supporting Fairtrade as an 
organisation, evideneed by the 
introduetion of Fairtrade vending 
maehines in the Civie Centre and 
Fairtrade branded tea and eoffee in 
the entering faeilities. 

The seeond meant ensuring that 
at least two Fairtrade produets were 
available in more than 32 shops and 
served in 16 loeal eafes and enter¬ 
ing establishments. 

It was found that 44 retailers and 
19 entering outlets stoeked 
Fairtrade produets - well over the 
required number for a borough the 
size of Southend. 

The eouneil also had to demon¬ 
strate that Fairtrade produets were 
used by loeal businesses and eom- 
munity organisations. 

To date, 10 businesses and 17 
faith groups are involved and 
strong links have been made with a 
number of loeal sehools and eom- 
munity organisations. 

It also had to evidenee that it had 
been able to attraet media eoverage 
and popular support for Fairtrade, 
whieh was aehieved by the hosting 
of a number of Fairtrade events. 


ineluding Fairtrade Fortnight. 

Finally, the eouneil had to eon- 
vene a Fairtrade Steering Group to 
ensure eontinued eommitment to 
the eause, and the group now meets 
every six to eight weeks. 

Fooking to the future, the group 
will eontinue to develop its 
Fairtrade eampaign as it has to 
renew its Fairtrade Borough status 
in a year’s time, and every two 
years following that. 

It will foeus on developing sehool 
and eommunity organisation sup¬ 
port for the eampaign and look at 


ideas to help take the Fairtrade 
message forward. 

Couneillor Andrew Moring, a 
member of the Fairtrade Steering 
Group said: “This is great news. 

“Well done to everyone involved 
for all the hard work that has been 
done throughout the brough to 
make this possible. 

“This aetion will help ensure 
deeent working arrangements for 
all farmers and workers, not just 
those in the developing world. 

“We must make sure we ean keep 
people thinking and ehoosing 


Fairtrade in the borough, and really 
try and build on this sueeess to bet¬ 
ter people’s lives.”

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Change to waste disposal 


LAST week saw the start of 
new proeedures for waste dis¬ 
posal at Southend’s Household 
Waste Reeyeling Centres.. 

People bringing their domes- 
tie waste to the eentres at Leigh 
Marshes or Stoek Road in 
eommereial vehieles - sueh as 
vans or piek-up trueks - must 
fill in a Household Waste 
Deelaration Form (HWDF). 

They must also show proof of 
their identity sueh as a driving 
lieenee or eurrent eouneil tax 
bill, instead of the Waste 
Disposal Permit as before. 

This replaees the previous 


system, where anyone arriving 
in sign-written vehieles would 
need a letter of authorisation. 

Southend Couneil’s exeeutive 
eouneillor for publie proteetion 
and waste, Couneillor Tony 
Cox said; “We’re doing our 
best to make the system sim¬ 
pler, while deterring business¬ 
es from disposing of their eom¬ 
mereial waste illegally. 

“By signing these forms, res¬ 
idents are deelaring that the 
waste they are bringing is their 
own, and it has not been gener¬ 
ated by business, eommereial 
or trade aetivities.”

Southend, gov.uk/hwdf 
The new rules apply to vehi¬ 
eles sueh as 4x4s with open 
baeks, piek-ups (two door or 
four door), small vans. Transit 
vans, Box/Luton vans, 
minibuses, hire vans with 
agreements exeeeding seven 
days (a eopy of the van hire 
agreement must also be shown 
on entry to the site attendants 
and ears or 4x4s with trailers 
between L8m and 3m.

Crackdown 
on Southend 
loan sharks

LOAN sharks operating in Southend are to be 
stopped in their tracks by a specialist team cre¬ 
ated to crack down on unlicensed lenders. 

The East of England Trading Standards’ illegal 
money lending team is extending the established 
and successful ‘Stop Loan Sharks’ project to 
include Southend. 

Nationally, an estimated 310,000 households 
are in debt to unlicensed lenders. 

The East of England team will prosecute for 
illegal money lending and other related 
offences, which, in the past, have included 
threats, violence, kidnap and even rape. 

Loan sharks trap their victims into a spiral of 
debt and keep them in the dark about how much 
they still owe. 

They also charge exorbitant interest rates - the 
team have recently prosecuted a loan shark who 
charged 131,000 per cent APR. 

The team - funded by the Department of 
Business, Innovation and Skills - has been work¬ 
ing tirelessly to stamp out the problem. 

Nationally, the Stop Loan Sharks Project has 
secured almost 80 years’ worth of custodial sen¬ 
tences so far, plus one indefinite sentence for 
public protection. 

It has also written off over £25m of illegal 
debt, confiscated over £2.5m in cash and helped 
over 16,000 victims. 

The launch event in Southend took place last 
Monday, and staff from various local organisa¬ 
tions, including housing, debt advice and afford¬ 
able credit providers, attended to learn more 
about the dangers of illegal lending. 

Southend’s councillor for public protection 
and waste. Councillor Tony Cox, said: “We hope 
that by teaming up with the specialists, we will 
be able tackle these unlicensed money lenders 
and stop the misery they can cause. 

“We urge everyone to take note of the infor¬ 
mation, so we can all help residents become 
more aware of what to watch out for.” 

Tony Quigley, head of the East of England 
Trading Standards illegal money lending team, 
said: “Illegal lenders not only rip people off with 
extortionate rates of interest, but resort to the 
most despicable methods to enforce their debts. 

“One judge recently described the offences 
related to illegal lending as ‘murder of the soul’. 

“We are sending out a clear message to illegal 
lenders that they will not be tolerated. 

“We operate a 24/7 hotline in which people 
can contact us to report illegal lenders in com¬ 
plete confidence.” 

The Stop Loan Sharks project is funded by the 
Department for Business, Innovation and Skills.

SOUTHEND Council has claimed it 
was ready for the severe winter weather 
this week. 

Local authorities were left searching 
for stocks of grit salt earlier this year as 
the country almost ground to a halt 
after the worst snow and ice in years. 

But the council has used its links with 
the country’s main suppliers to com¬ 
pletely restock its reserves and current¬ 
ly has 1,200 tonnes in its main store. 

Free grit salt has already been distrib¬ 
uted to 150 key locations such as doc¬ 
tor’s surgeries, care homes and shel¬ 
tered housing complexes in advance of 
the oncoming cold snap. 

Residents are being reminded that 
they can purchase 20kg bags of grit salt 
for £6.50 from the council’s Central 
Depot in Eastern Avenue so they have 
their own emergency supply. 


All grit bins across the borough have 
also been re-stocked and several new 
ones have been placed at key locations. 

The council has also recently revised 
its priority gritting routes to ensure that 
the main roads in and out of the town 
and routes used by buses and emer¬ 
gency vehicles are kept clear. 

Gritting resources will also be con¬ 
centrated on pedestrian crossings, main 
shopping streets and roads next to 
schools and hospitals. 

Tony Cox, executive councillor for 
public protection and waste, said: “We 
have taken the step of ordering more 
grit salt than we did last year to make 
sure we are ready for this winter. 

“We are monitoring the current 
weather conditions very closely and 
will be in a position to mobilise quick¬ 
ly when required. 

“We can’t grit every single road in the 
borough, but we will do our best to 


ensure the town keeps moving. 

“In addition to this, we are encourag¬ 
ing residents to keep their paths, drive¬ 
ways and pavements clear by making 
salt and grit available for purchase. 

“There will be a restriction of one 
20kg bag per household while stocks 
last as we want to try and make sure 
everyone has access to a supply. 

“I would also ask people to keep an 
eye on elderly or vulnerable residents 
and to help them clear a path through 
snow and ice on their driveways and 
pavements if conditions are bad.”

But I come with 
one burning desire - it 
is that, in all our activ¬ 
ities sacred, secular 
and social, we should 
fix our eyes on Jesus, 
making him our only 
guide’. 

“I can do no better 
today than to make 
these words my own. 

“You see, we do face 
many challenges. 
There is disease and 
conflict in our world. 
We have forgotten 
how to live in peace 
with our neighbours; 
often we don’t even 
know our neighbour’s 
name. 

“We abuse and 
exploit the natural 
resources of our plan¬ 
et and stress the equi¬ 
librium of its life.” 

Bishop Cottrell 
plans to make green 
issues and reconnect¬ 
ing the church with 
young people his pri¬ 
orities. 

He succeeds the 
Right Rev John 
Gladwin.

As property prices have fallen dramatically in this area, smart 
investors are keen to snap up bargains, and the buy to let market 
remains surprisingly active.

Q. The agents I am buying through have 
implied that my ability to proceed may 
depend on using their preferred financial 
advisor. However, I already know an advisor 
who was very helpful last time I moved. 

What should Ido? 

A. Under the Estate Agents Act 1979, by which all agents are bound, it is 
expressly forbidden to show any discrimination towards a potential buyer 
because he or she chooses not to buy a related service. 

In other words, you are perfectly within your rights to decline to use this agent’s 
financial advisor. What’s more, the agent concerned is effectively breaking the 
law by implying that failure to do so could jeopardise your chances of a 
successful purchase. 

Nevertheless...as is so often the case with the way the property market works in 
this country, there is also a bit of a grey area here. Bear in mind that the selfsame 
Act also underlines the fact that the agent’s principal duty of care is to their client 
- the seller. Therefore, any agent who fails to satisfy himself fully as to the ability 
of a buyer to proceed with a purchase could be deemed to be seriously 
negligent. 

In view of this, it is perfectly understandable that an agent may want you to at 
least meet with their own advisor, in order to establish your financial situation to 
their full satisfaction. Particularly in this market, no agent wants to waste both 
their and their client’s time with a buyer who turns out to be unable to proceed. 
There’s one more point worth mentioning. I appreciate that you were well served 
by your previous financial advisor - and there’s a lot to be said for sticking with 
someone who has given good service in the past. Nevertheless, the fact remains 
that things are constantly changing in the mortgage market, so it could well be 
worth your while talking to more than one advisor before taking the plunge. 
Meanwhile...! don’t know how long you’ve been house-hunting this time round, 
and whether the property in question really is everything you’ve been looking for, 
but just bear in mind that right now, serious buyers like you are very thin on the 
ground - so quite apart from the fact that this agent’s behaviour is actually 
illegal, you don’t need to put up with it at all!

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More new homes needed 
to cope with immigrants 


It is estimated that Britain will need over two million new homes built in the next 25 years in 
order to eope with rising immigration levels, aeeording to figures eompiled by the 
Communities Department. 

The data shows that Britain will have to provide housing for 83,000 immigrant families a 
year if the existing volume of arrivals from abroad eontinues. 

A whopping 600,000 more new build homes are needed in London and the South-East, 
simply because that is where many immigrants head for, fuelled by job opportunities. 

The Communities Department project that household growth will be driven primarily by a 
rise in Britain’s population, which will account for almost 75% of the increase in households 

between 2008 and 2033. 


However, the concern is that new home builders are not constructing anywhere near enough 
new build homes to cope with existing residential demand, let alone future demand, fuelled 
in part by a rising population. 

The latest figures from the National House-Building Council (NHBC) show that 10,000 new 
homes were registered in October. If this level of new build homes is maintained, it would 
equate to 120,000 new residential properties a year. 

In fact, government spending cuts and changes to the planning system could see housing 
supply fall even further in the medium term. 

An ongoing shortage of new homes will simply push property prices and rents up further, 
particularly in London and the South East. This may prove attractive for property investors, 
but it will deter and prevent many more would-be first time buyers from getting a foot on the 

property ladder. 


The government is trying to restrict the number of immigrants coming into Britain by putting 
a cap on visas for workers from outside Europe. It is also attempting to reduce the volume of 
international students studying in this country. 

But despite all its efforts, the government will not be able to stop Britain’s population 
growing. Consequently, it needs to focus on doing more to encourage housebuilders to 
construct many more new build homes. There is far too much red tape involved in the 
existing planning process. 


The government should not be trying to discourage greater demand for new homes, but 
rather help it along, by reintroducing targets to build more new homes. 

Greater construction levels will create many more much needed 
new jobs in the private sector, which in turn will 
offer a major boost to the fragile UK economy.
